That Norway wants to remain nen- 


;ral, and will suffer a great deal of 
hardship to keep out of the war, is the 
opinion of Holgar Toftoy of the Ston- 
dall-Toftoy Land 
company, who 
re- 


turned recently from a trip to Nor- 
way. 


Mr. Toftoy went to Norway to "isit 


his mother, Mrs. Alot Toftoy, who livoa 
near Stnvanfrer. 
Ho left New York on 


tho Bcreonafjord Nov. 20, but before 
starting across the ocean, 
the boat 


wer.t to HtliTax where the passi>nf;ert> 
and ship were examined1 by British of- 
ficials. 


"On this trip to Norway," Mr. Toftoy 


said, "there were ibout 160 German 
and Austrian diplomats on board r;- 
turning from China and Japan. On tho 
other side we were inspected by an 
English man of war, and landed Deo. 
6 in Bergen, Norv/ay." 


"Mr. Toftoy states that up to now 


there has been1 no suffering in Nor- 
way, although there is a shortage of 
food nnd the people 
are on ration?. 


However, if they arc. not able to im- 
port some food between now and May, 
there may be a serious food shortage. 
The government haa ordered a large 
acrage broken up to be planted with 
grain. The fishing industry has been 
good of late, and the fisherman have 
had a time of great prosperity.
